GROUNDFISH FILLETS 

The President declined to accept the recommendations of the United States Tariff Com- 
mission for an increase in the duty on imported groundfish fillets and for a quota on im- 
ports in any one year. 

The Tariff Commission had made an investigation of the effect of a trade es 
concession on the domestic groundfish fillets industry, under Section 7 of the Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act of 1951. 

The President, in identical letters to Senator Eugene D. Millikin, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and Representative Daniel A. Reed, Chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, outlined certain of the problems confronting the domestic industry 
in recent years apart from the threat of imports from abroad. The President then pointed 
out that the recent introduction of a new product, fish sticks, demand for which has in- 
creased markedly even since the Tariff Commission prepared its report, leads him to be-

RS. SAUNDERS, better known as “Emma G," has been active in port work since 1924. From 

1924 to 1926 she was office secretary to the Hampton Roads (Virginia), Port Commission, an 
agency of the Commonwealth of Virginia. In 1926 she became office secretary of the then created 
State Port Authority of Virginia, filling variously the offices and positions of acting treasurer, assistant 
treasurer, secretary-assistant treasurer, property control officer, defense savings agent, retirement 
officer, chief personnel officer, standardization liaison officer, executive secretary and records ad- 
ministrator. During 1940-41, under appointment by Virginia's Governor Price, she served as execu- 
tive secretary of the Hampton Roads Regional Defense Council. From 1948 to 1952, Mrs. Saunders 
was executive secretary of the Division of Ports of the Virginia Department of Conservation and

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A revealing study 
by the University of Virginia 
presents a significant picture of the 
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IMPACT OF VIRGINIA’S 
PORTS ON STATE ECONOMY 


N 1953 some 50,000 jobs and $160,000,000 of payrolls in Virginia and neigh- 
boring States depended on activities connected with the Ports of Virginia, 
according to the results of a study just completed by the Bureau of Popula- 

tion and Economic Research of the University of Virginia. 

The University’s report on the impact of Virginia ports on the economy of 

Virginia reveals that 30,000 jobs and $105,000,000 of payrolls in the Hampton 


Roads area were port-dependent and port-related last year. 


This would equal 


13% of the total civilian employment and 12° of the income for this area. 


The impact study was made for the 
Board of Commissioners of the Virginia 
State Ports Authority to show how ship- 
ping and allied activities in and around 
port areas relate themselves to the pro- 
duction and distribution activities of the 
State’s inland areas. It points out spe- 
cifically the relationship of the Virginia 
ports to the total economy of the State, 
and to a lesser extent to those areas of 
the Nation which use Virginia’s ports for 
imports and exports. 

Emphasis has been placed on (1) the 
employment and payrolls resulting from 
port-dependent establishments in the 
ports area and the hinterlands, (2) the 
income-generating effect of port-depen- 
dent employment on other forms of em- 
ployment in the port and other areas, and 
(3) the way the ports provide an essen- 
tial link in the movement of goods and 
services from producers to consumers. 

“The natural harbor of the Hampton 
Roads area is one of the best harbors of 
the World,” the report emphasizes. “The 
development of its port facilities for 
carrying on commerce has been important 
in various ways for more than 200 years. 
The volume of goods imported and ex- 
ported through the ports influences the 
relative impact of such activities upon 
the Hampton Roads economy and the 
hinterlands as well.” 

The study included the impact of Vir- 
ginia’s smaller ports like Richmond, Alex- 
andria, Hopewell and South Norfolk, as 
well as Hampton Roads, but points to the 
fact that the Hampton Roads area (Nor- 
folk, South Norfolk, Portsmouth and 
Newport News) is the residence of about 
18 per cent of Virginia’s total population. 
“The people living in this area receive 
more than 21% of the total income pay- 


ments made to Virginians, and more than 
one-fifth of the total volume of retail sales 
of the State is transacted in the (Hamp- 
ton Roads) area.” 

Other highlights of the report of the 
impact study: 

© Approximately 12,500 jobs and $40,- 
000,000 of payrolls in Virginia outside 
the Hampton Roads area were generated 
by port-dependent and port-related activi- 
ties in 1953. 

® Some 7,500 jobs with annual payrolls 
of $25,000,000 in other States were depen- 
dent in 1953 upon activities in the Vir- 
ginia ports. 

® In addition to the foregoing, 74 port- 
oriented plants in the Hampton Roads 
area and nearby territory in 1953 em- 
ployed 7,400 workers with payrolls of 
$22,000,000. 

® In 1953, port-dependent firms, ex-lu- 
sive of the railroads, made payments of 
$15,200,000 for the purchase of inventory 
and supplies, and for rent, insurance, 
communications and legal expenses in 
Virginia. 

® One-sixth of the total combined 
freight revenue of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, Norfolk and Western, and Virginian 
Railways, and the Norfolk and Ports- 
mouth Belt Line Railroad Company in 
1953 was derived from hauling coal and 
other cargo to and from Hampton Roads 
ports. 

@ Port-dependent and related business 
firms exclusive of the railroads paid about 
$1,750,000 in local taxes in 1953 to the 
cities and counties in the Hampton Roads 
area. Local tax officials reported a total 
of $1,411,518 from an incomplete list. 

® More than $2,000,000 in selected tax 
payments imputed to port activities was 
paid to the State government in 1952 as

individual and corporate income tzxes, 
State business license taxes, and by the 
railroads. 

® The imputed tax payments of the 
railroads derived from port business in 
1953 to local governments throughout Vir- 
ginia were $569,000; to the State govern- 
ment, $980,000. 

® Port and related activities in the 
Hampton Roads area generate the same 
amount of employment, income, and taxes 
as a city of 96,000 people. The secondary 
effect on areas outside the port provides 
employment for some 40,000 people in 
other parts of Virginia and some 25,000 
people in other states. 

® In 1951, 20.6% of the total retail 
sales in Virginia were made in the Hamp- 
ton Roads area. The total of these sales 
was $558,000,000. The primary and sec- 
ondary port workers account for roughly 


12% or about $67,900,000 of such sales. 

© Many business opportunities for bro- 
kers, representatives of nation-wide man- 
ufacturers and distributors and the like 
are partially or totally dependent upon 
port business. The impact of such activi- 
ties extends beyond the port area. 

® A considerable number of manufac- 
turing and distributing companies located 
in Virginia benefit from lower transpor- 
tation rates on various raw materials and 
finished products because of the ports. 

® Commercial ships purchase food 
products and marine supplies and thus 
provide a sizable market for agricultural 
and other products from many parts of 
Virginia. 

® The Virginia ports are important 
trade links between the producers and 
consumers of Virginia, many other states 
and various foreign countries.

MENT IN RATES OF DUTY WITH RESPECT TO CERTAIN WATCH MOVE- 
MENTS 
BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
A PROCLAMATION 

1. WHEREAS, under authority of section 350 (a) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
the l’resident on January 9, 1936, entered into a trade agreement with the Swiss Federal 
Council, including two schedules and a declaration annexed thereto (49 Stat. (pt. 2) 3918), 
and by proclamation of January 9, 1936 (49 Stat. (pt. 2) 3917), proclaimed the said trade 
agreement, which proclamation has been supplemented by proclamation of May 7, 1936 (49 
Stat. (pt. 2) 3959), and proclamation of November 28, 1940 (54 Stat. (pt. 2) 2461); and 


2. WHEREAS the said trade agreement was supplemented on October 13, 1950, by 
certain provisions set forth in the 13th recital of the President's proclamation of November 
26, 1951 (Proclamation No. 2954; 16 F.R. 11943); and 


ae WHEREAS the said trade agreement includes duty concessions granted by the 
United States with respect to products described in item 367 (a) of Schedule II of the said 
trade agreement (49 Stat. (pt. 2) 3940); and 


4. WHEREAS, to carry out the said trade agreement, since February 15, 1936, duties at 
the rates respectively specified in the said item 367 (a) have been applied to the products 
described in such item, which duties reflect the duty concessions granted in the said trade 
agreement with respect to such products; and 


5. WHEREAS the United States Tariff Commission has submitted to me its report of 
an investigation, including a hearing, under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension 
Act of 1951, as amended, as a result of which the Commission has found that certain 
products described in the said item 367 (a) are, as a result in part of the duties reflecting 
the concessions granted thereon in the said trade agreement, being imported into the 
United States in such increased quantities, both actual and relative, as to cause serious 
injury to the domestic industries producing like or directly competitive products; and 


6. WHEREAS the Tariff Commission has recommended that the duty concessions 
granted in the said trade agreement with respect to certain products described in the said 
item 367 (a) be modified to permit the application to such products of higher rates of duty 
hereinafter proclaimed, which rates the Commission found and reported to be necessary to 
remedy the serious injury to the domestic industries producing like or directly competitive 
products: and 


7. WHEREAS section 350 (a) (2) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (48 Stat. 943), 
authorizes the President to proclaim such modifications of existing duties as are required 
or appropriate to carry out any foreign trade agreement that the President has entered 
into under the said section 350 (a): and 


8S. WHEREAS upon the modification of duty concessions in the said trade agreement 
as recommended by the Tariff Commission it will be appropriate, to carry out the said 
trade agreement, as supplemented on October 13, 1950, to apply to the said products the 
rates of duty hereinafter proclaimed: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, DWIGHT D. EISENHOWER, President of the United States of 
America, acting under and by virtue of the authority vested in me by section 350 of the 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and by section 7(c) of the Trade Agreements Extension 
Act of 1951, and in accordance with the said trade agreement as supplemented October 13, 
1950, do proclaim— 

(a) That the provisions of item 367(a) of Schedule II of the said trade agreement 
shall be modified, effective at the close of business July 27, 1954, so as to read as follows:

cu STOMS ‘ HARGES FOR SERVICES 

In the Federal Register of June 26, 1954, there was published a Notice of Proposed 
Rule Making by the Bureau of Customs, providing for charges to be made to private 
parties to reimburse the Government when Customs employees are required to search 
tiles to obtain records for copying by Customs employees at the request of private parties 
and for examination by private parties or certification where the cost to the Government 
exceeds 50 cents. 

Some of the CBFAA’s members expressed the fear that this might mean that Customs 
would start charging for Customs employees’ time in supplying documents and records 
which are routinely required by Customs House Brokers. ; 

The CBFAA therefore requested the Bureau to clarify the proposed ruling, and has 
been in receipt of a reply, from which the following excerpt is quoted: ; 

“However, after consideration of all comments received from interested parties 
regarding this matter, the Bureau proposes to clarify the instructions by providing 
specifically that no charge shall be made for making an entry and related documents 
available for examination by authorized private parties from the date of filing to 60 
days after the date of liquidation of the entry.” 


MILITARY SEA TRANSPORTATION SERVICE (MSTS) 

The CBFAA has for a long period of time been complaining that the MSTS was violat- 
ing the Bland Freight Forwarding Act in its attitude towards private foreign freight 
forwarders. This refusal to utilize private forwarders has resulted in a loss to them of 
substantial freight brokerage. Representatives of the CBFAA recently testified before 
a special subcommittee of the Committee on Merchant Marine & Fisheries, which was 
investigating the operations of the MSTS. This committee has now filed an interim 
report, in which it states: 

“On the basis of the testimony presented by the forwarding industry it would appear 
that the Department of Defense may be engaging in the performance of functions which 
should properly be performed by private enterprise and further that there may be viola- 
tions of the so-called Bland Forwarding Act. Both the Department of Defense and the 
Comptroller General have been asked to submit their views and comments on this subject 
to the committee. In addition it would seem desirable for the Department of Commerce

and Department of Defense to review this problem to determine upon methods to assure 
compliance with the act.” 

The report further states that amongst the tentative recommendations which the 
committee is considering is the following: 

“11. To the Secretary of Defense and the Secretary of Commerce, that they confer 
on the problems involved and take such action as may be necessary to assure compliance 
with section 217, Merchant Marine Act, 1936, as amended, the Bland Forwarding Act.”

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


THE BYRNES BILL—H.R. 10008—On July 
26, 1954, the House of Representatives pass- 
ed H.R. 10009, a bill entitled the “Customs 
Simplification Act of 1954”. This bill was 
originally introduced in the House on June 
Ss, 1954, by Representative John W. Byrnes 
(R.-Wisc.) as H.R. 9476. Its sponsor intro- 
duced a “clean” bill with the new number, 
H.R. 10009, after he had withdrawn from 
H.R. 9476 those provisions which, in effect, 
would have permitted returning residents 
to include in their duty-free allowances 
articles bearing American trade-marks 
without any reference to the wishes of 
owners of such trade-marks; and after the 
Committee on Ways and Means had made 
substantive changes on Title I of H.R. 
9476. In its original version, this Title 
would have authorized the President to put 
into effect revised tariff schedules on the 
basis of a long study of the customs classi- 
fication problem by the United States Tariff 
Commission, followed by public hearings 
and negotiations, where necessary, with 
other countries with which we have trade 
agreements, and subject only to a direct veto 
by the House of Representatives or the Sen- 
ate. In contrast to this, Title I in H.R. 
10009 merely directs the Tariff Commission 
to study the customs classification problem, 
and to report its findings to the President, 
and to the House Committee on Ways and 
Means and to the Senate Committee on 
Finance for their consideration. 

The provisions in H.R. 9476 relating to 
the Antidumping Act of 1921; paragraph 
1559 of the Tariff Act of 1930; imports from 
the insular possessions of the United States; 
and to the repeal of certain obsolete customs 
laws were carried over into H.R. 10009 
without any change. This bill is now in 
the Senate Committee on Finance, which 
also has before it H.R. 6584, the second Jen- 
kins bill relating to customs valuation, con- 
version of currency, and duty treatment of 
certain metal articles sent abroad for fur- 
ther processing and returned to the United 
States, which passed the House late in 
July 1953. 


DUTY-FREE EXEMPTIONS FOR RE- 
TURNING RESIDENTS—The House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means has before it a 
bill, H.R. 8352, which proposes to increase 
the amount of articles which may be 
brought back free of duty by a returning 
resident of the United States. This bill was 
introduced on March 11, 1954, by Represen- 
tative Peter Frelinghuysen, Jr., (R-N.J.) to 
carry out one of the recommendations in 
the report of the Randall Commission on 
Foreign Economic Policy. On July 21, 1954, 
the Committee held public hearings on this 
bill during which the Administration, rep- 
resentatives of steamship lines, air lines, 
and certain other parties testified in support 
of it. Arguments offered in its support were 
that it would encourage travel, and increase 
expenditures abroad by United States tour- 
ists. After considering this bill very care- 


fully, the Council went on record in opposi- 
tion to it. In a letter to the chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means, the 
Council stated that under H.R. 8352, a re- 
turning resident could possibly bring back 
in one year articles having a foreign whole- 
sale value of nearly $4,000 free of duty, in- 
stead of the $2,800 worth of such articles 
he could bring in at the present time. Under 
the law, these duty-free articles are solely 
for the personal or household use of the 
returning resident, but inasmuch as the 
J. S. Customs Service does not have suffi- 
cient personnel to see that this requirement 
s not violated, the Council pointed out that 
the proposed increase in the exemption 
might invite abuse, and leave the door open 
to all kinds of unlawful importations. 

In addition to the Council itself, a num- 
ber of individuals and groups representing 
chinaware, jewelry, gloves, giftwares, per- 
fumery, and toilet goods expressed strong 
opposition to the bill. During the public 
hearings several members of the Committee 
indicated by their questioning of witnesses 
that there is little or no prospect for the 
approval of this bill.

IrLAMMABLE FABRICS ACT—On August 
5, 1954, the House Committee on Interstate 
und Foreign Commerce approved 8. 3379 
vith some important changes. As passed 
by the Senate, this bill proposed to exempt 
scarves made of plain surface fabrics, and 
to change the method of testing flammabil- 
ity under the Flammable Fabrics Ave. In 
approving it, however, the House Commit 
tee deleted from the bill the provision pro- 
posing to exempt scarves, and added new 
language which would remove from the 
provisions of the Flammable Fabrics Ave 
‘textiles free from nap, pile, tufting, flock 
or other type of raised fiber surface” which 
test at 3% seconds under the present bone 
dry method of testing flammability. If the 
liouse passes the bill approved by this 
committee, the bill would have to go to 
conference because it differs considerably 
from that passed by the Senate.

TAX CONVENTION BETWEEN U. S. & GERMANY 


A Convention on Double Taxation with 
the Federal Republic of Germany was signed 
at Washington, July 22, 1954. The text of 
the Convention and the text of the Presi- 
dent’s message to the Senate and accom- 
panying papers are available on request. 

The Senate has referred the treaty to its 
Committee on Foreign Relations for con- 
sideration. If reported by the Foreign Rela- 


tions Committee and approved by the Senate, 
ratifications could be exchanged this year, 
in which event the treaty would have retro- 
active effect to January 1, 1954. 

NFTC has urged the Senate to approve 
the treaty at the present session of Con- 
gress. It pointed out that this treaty is of 
great importance to American firms trading 
with and investing in Germany. 


DEVALUATION OF THE PARAGUAYAN GUARANI 


The Paraguayan Central Bank has an- 
nounced a 40% devaluation of the guarani. 
it is now fixed at 21 guaranies to the dol- 
lar compared with a previous rate estab- 
lished the first of the year of 15 guaranies 
per U. S. dollar. The rate in 1953 was 6 to 
the dollar. The guarani has deteriorated in 
value since 1945 and the free market rate 
in the past few months has been more than 
60 to the dollar. 

The new rate will apply for all exports

The multiple exchange rates for imports 
have also been altered. For group I, com- 
prising essential imports, the rate of 21 to 1 
will apply. For group II, comprising es- 
sential merchandise not included in group 
I, a surcharge of 6 guaranies per U. 8S 
dollar will apply making the effective rate 
27 guaranies to the dollar. For group III, 
comprising semi-essential merchandise, a 
surcharge of 15 guaranies per U. S. dollar 
will apply making the effective rate 36 to 
the dollar. For group IV, comprising non- 
essential or luxury merchandise, a_ sur- 
charge of 15 guaranies plus an auction 
premium varying from 40% to 65% will 
apoly. 


EXPORT-IMPORT BANK AMENDMENTS 


An act amending the Export-Import Bank 
Act of 1945 (Public Law 570—S83rd Congress) 
was signed by the President on August 9th. 


Provisions of Public Law 570.—-The new 
law stipulates that the Export-Import Bank 
is to constitute an independent agency of 
the United States and “neither the Bank 
nor any of its functions, powers or duties 
shall be transferred to or consolidated with 
any other department, agency or corpora- 
tion of the Goverhment unless the Congress 
shall otherwise by law provide.” It further 
creates the offices of a President and a First 
Vice-President of the Export-Import Bank, 
to which appointments will be made by the 
President of the United States, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. In 
addition, there is to be a Board of Direc- 
tors, with the President and the First Vice- 


President serving, respectively, as Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman, and with three 
additional persons appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, also by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. Of 
the five members of the Board, not more 
than three shall be members of any one 
political party, and the terms of the Board 
of Directors shall be at the pleasure of the 
President of the United States. In addition 
to their duties as members of the Board, 
the Directors are to perform such duties 
and hold such other offices in the adminis- 
tration of the Bank as the President of the 
Bank may from time to time prescribe. The 
designation of other Vice-Presidents and 
officers of the Bank is left to the determina- 

tion of the Board of Directors. 
The law also establishes an Advisory 
Committee of nine members, appointed by

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


ECUADOR—Addresses in Ecuador of commercial shipments by parcel post no longer 
require a copy of the shipper’s export declaration (Commerce Department Form 7525-V), 
signed by the mailer and postmarked by the post office of mailing. 

GREECE (INCLUDING CRETE AND DODECANESE ISLANDS)—Dutiable articles 
(merchandise) prepaid at the letter rate of postage are now accepted for mailing to Greece 
(including Crete and Dodecanese Islands). The following articles are prohibited: Used 
clothing, bedding, rags, etc., for commercial purposes. Used clothing for personal use, 
unless cleaned and accompanied by a certificate to that effect. 

Many types of merchandise are subject to import quotas and are not delivered with- 
out permission of the Greek authorities. Senders should assure themselves by inquiry of 
the addresses in advance of mailing that their shipments will be delivered. 

CUBA—Effective August 1, 1954, the air mail rate for letters and letter packages 
addressed for delivery in Cuba will be 10 cents for each half ounce or fraction thereof. 
Single post cards by air will be 10 cents each. 

HUNGARY—Gift parcels addressed for mailing to Hungary which contain clothing, 
are not required to be accompanied by certificates of disinfection. Information as to import 
restrictions on gift parcels addressed to Hungary may be obtained at any post office. 

GERMANY—Mail and parcel post for western Germany may be addressed “Federal 
Republic of Germany” if desired; postal addressing district numbers are not necessary. 
Mail and parcel post for the Soviet Zone of Germany may be addressed “Eastern Zone” if 
a he postal addressing district numbers, if known, must be included as part of the 
adaress. 

Mail and parcel post for Berlin, Germany, may be addressed with the name of the 
specific sector of occupation, such as American, British, French, or Soviet Sector, or simply 
“Western Sector” or “Eastern Sector.” 

BELGIUM—Only surface parcel post for Belgium may be accepted for insurance. Such 
service is not available for parcels intended for air transmission. 

NORTHERN VIET-NAM—The Bureau of Foreign Commerce has taken action to 
restrict the exportation of commodities to the Communist-controlled area of Viet-Nam 
and the Hanoi-Raiphong Enclave in that country. Those areas are located north of a line 
elas roughly the 17th parallel in Viet-Nam.

Therefore, letter packages, containing merchandise, samples of merchandise, small 
packets and parcel post packages for Northern Viet-Nam must be accompanied by vali- 
dated export licenses when presented for mailing, except as noted below.

TOTAL TRADE 


The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise increased from $1,398.6 million in May to 
$1,473.6 million in June largely as a result of a rise in exports under the Mutual Security 
Program (military) where exports increased from $264.1 to $359.3 million. Meanwhile, gen- 
eral imports rose from $828.8 to $947.0 million. June exports were 6% above the June 1953 total 
of $1,384.4 million and 12% above the 1953 monthly average of $1,313.9 million. June imports 
were $13.9 million above the June 1953 total of $933.1 million and approximately 5% above 
the 1953 monthly average of $906.2 million. During the first half of 1954, exports, including 
M.S.P. (military) shipments, were valued at $7,694.5 million, or approximately 5% below 
the comparable 1953 half-year total of $8,113.4 million. M.S.P. (military) exports amounted 
to $1,347.8 million during the first half of 1954, totaling $619.9 million less than shipments 
valued at $1,967.7 million during the same period in 1953. With M.S.P. (military) exports 
excluded, exports during the first half of 1954 were valued at $6,346.7 million, or about 3% 
above the comparable 1953 total of $6,154.7 million. Imports during the first half of 1954 
were valued at $5,232.9 million, as compared with the 1953 half-year total of $5,631.1 
million. [F.T. 900]

PRESIDENT SIGNS EXPORT BANK BILL 


President Eisenhower has signed into law a bill increasing by half a billion dollars 
the lending authority of the Export-Import Bank and designed to give the bank more 
independence of operation than it has had in the past. 

The measure creates a five-man board of directors which will have full authority over 
lending policies of the bank. Two members will be the bank’s president and vice president, 
both to be named by the president with the consent of the Senate, at a $17,500 and a $16,000 
a year salary, respectively.

AUSTRIA TO BE ADDED TO IC/DV COUNTRIES 

Effective September 20, 1954, Austria will be included among the countries participat- 
ing in the Import Certificate-Delivery Verification (IC/DV) procedure. The purpose of the 
IC/DV procedure, in operation since October 1952, is to assist in preventing the transship- 
ment of strategic goods. The procedure applies to goods identified by the letter “A” on 
BFC’s Positive List of Commodities. 

_ After the cooperative IC/DV procedure goes into effect with Austria, U. S. exporters 
will be required to submit import certificates to BFC with their applications for licenses to 
export strategic goods to Austria. The import certificate, issued by the Austrian Govern- 
ment, is to be obtained by the U. S. exporter from the Austrian importer. U. S. license 
applicants will continue to be required to show on their application form the import identi- 
fication number appearing on the Austrian Government's import authorization. 

_As a part of the IC/DV procedure, BFC may request U. S. exporters to obtain from 
their Austrian importers verification, certified by the Austrian Government, that the 
licensed goods have been delivered in Austria. U. S. importers who receive requests for 
import certificates from Austrian exporters should file Form IT- or FC-826 with BFC in 
Washington or with Department of Commerce Field Offices.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CRUISING LICENSES FOR 
FOREIGN YACHTS

to the payment of countervailing duties equal to the net amount of any bounty or grant 
determined or estimated to have been paid or bestowed upon its exportation from Cuba. 

In accordance with section 303, it is hereby estimated and determined that under 
existing conditions the net amount of such bounty or grant is 2.488 cents per pound. On 
and after the effective date of this notice, and until further notice, upon the entry for 
consumption of such dutiable cordage, imported directly or indirectly from Cuba, there 
shall be collected, in addition to any other duties estimated or determined to be due, 
countervailing duties in the amount ascertained in accordance with the above estimation 
and determination.

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or

Congress assembled, That the Act entitled “An Act to suspend certain import taxes on 
copper”, approved May 22, 1951 (Public Law 38, Eighty-second Congress), as amended, is 
hereby further amended by striking out “June 30, 1954,” and inserting in lieu thereof “June 
30, 1955.” (Public Law 452—88rd Congress.) Approved June 830, 1954.

It has come to the attention of the Bureau that certain customs officers are charging 
a fee of 20 cents for certification of “Proof of Export” forms as prescribed in Bureau of 
Customs Circular Letter No. 286] of September 25, 1953, whereas others are charging a 
fee of a different amount established by the Secretary of Commerce for the certification 
of Department of Commerce forms and documents by Commerce officials as set forth in the 
Federal Register of April 3, 1954, Volume 19, No. 65, Title 15, page 1909. 

When the “Proof of Export” form is executed by customs employees, the certification 
fee shall be 20 cents as prescribed in section 24.12(a) of the Customs Regulations and in 
Bureau Circular Letter No. 2861, dated September 25, 1953. The Customs Regulations do 
not provide for a charge to be made for affixing a customs seal. [C/L NO. 2861, SUPPLE-

ATION—BI REAU OF CUSTDOMS—Continued 
announced that a new practical procedure has recently been instituted to speed up cus- 
toms clearance of shipments of merchandise arriving at New York which requires exami- 
nation on the piers. The streamlining of such examinations is designed to save consider- 
able time and money for both the Government and the importers. It is but one of many 
innovations tntroduced by the staff of the United States Appraiser to bring about efficiency 
and economy in the administration of that office 

For many years, certain types of merchandise have been examined for customs 
appraisement purposes on the piers at the Port of New York rather than at the Appraiser’s 
Stores. This work was performed by a small group of examiners who were detailed to 
make tours of the piers along the sprawling New York waterfront, going from Staten 
Island to Brooklyn, and also to Manhattan and New Jersey. It frequently happened that 
the number of shipments designated for daily wharf examination could not be completed 
within the day. This resulted in delaying the prompt clearance of the imported merchan- 
dise, which often included critical materials. 

Under this new system, the entire force of customs samplers attached to the Ap- 
praiser’s staff has been designated Acting Examiners and given the additional authority 
to make either preliminary or final examination, as the circumstances may permit, on 
various classes of imported products. These men, well trained in the examination of 
merchandise, all of whom have come up from the ranks, particularly as Verifiers-Openers- 
Packers, report daily direct to the various customs appraisers’ offices located on the piers 
throughout the entire port area. By reason of this procedure, they are available for the 
examination and prompt clearance of shipments requiring wharf examination as quickly 
as the merchandise is discharged from the vessel 

The plan has been in successful operation for the past few weeks and many com- 
mendatory reports have been received from importers as to the efficient and expeditious 
manner in which their wharf shipments have been cleared. It is just one more step offered 
by the Customs Service in its program to render its fullest cooperation by every means 
possible.

Welded 
fittings and flanges. Castings and forgings. Metal frames and sashes for windows and 
doors. Pipe and tubing of steel. Rods, bars, sheets, plates, and strips of non-ferrous 
metal. Circles and tubes of non-ferrous metal. Wire, wire strand, wire rope. Nickel anodes 
Transport milk cans and steel drums. Machines to be exported for repairs. Machines to 
be exported under Special Bond Entries.

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TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF METAL FINGER RINGS WITH COMPASSES 


In the case of M. Pressner v. United States, published as Abstract 58039, decided on 
April 29, 1954, the United States Customs Court held that certain inexpensive metal finger 
rings which are adjustable as to size by reason of a split in the ring and had compasses 
mounted thereon were classifiable under paragraph 397, Tariff Act of 1930, as manufac- 
tures of base metal, not specially provided for, with duty at the rate of 224% percent ad 
valorem. In so doing, the court overruled the collector's classification of the rings as 
jewelry under paragraph 1527 (a) (2), Tariff Act of 1930, with duty at the rate of 55 
percent ad yalorem. 

It is evident that the court did not consider the rings to be jewelry because of their low 
value and because the testimony showed that the rings were not used solely as finge: 
rings but also as attachments to knapsacks, belts, and fishing tackle 

It is the Bureau's opinion that said decision should not be construed as holding that 
all finger rings with a split shank construction are excluded from classification as jewelry. 

Therefore, you shall limit the application of Abstract 58039 to merchandise like that 
covered by the decision. [T.D. 53535.] 


ALSIKE CLOVER SEED—TARIFF-RATE QUOTA 

Presidential Proclamation No. 3059, dated June 30, 1954, provides that during the 
12-month period beginning July 1, 1954, the quantity of alsike clover seed which may be 
entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption at the modified duty rate of 2 
cents per pound under item 763, Part I, Schedule XX, of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, shall be limited to 1,500,000 pounds, and that all such seed entered or with- 
drawn in excess of this quantity during that period shall be dutiable at the rate of 6 cents 
per pound, 

Collectors of customs shall follow the instructions contained in Bureau of Customs

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS—USE OF NAME “MAYDAY” 

The International Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea, which came into 
force on January 1, 1954, prescribe in Rule 31 that the signal of distress for ships with a 
radiotelephone is the spoken word “MAYDAY.” 

Notice is hereby given that, for obvious reasons, the Bureau as a matter of policy will 
not approve the use of a name, either in connection with an original documentation or 
an application for change of name of a documented vessel, which is actually or phoneti- 
cally identical with, or so similar as to be confused with, the international radiotelephone 
distress signal “MAYDAY.”

TO AMEND PARAGRAPH 1530 OF THE TARIFF ACT OF 1930 WITH 


RESPECT TO FOOTWEAR 

Page 1003 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That paragraph 1530 (e) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, is 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: “For the purposes of this paragraph and 
any existing or future proclamation of the President relating thereto, footwear of which a 
major portion, in area, of the basic wearing surface of the outer soles (that part of the article, 
not including the heel, that is designed to be the basic wearing surface and to resist wear on 
contact with any surface) is composed of india rubber or any substitute for rubber, or both, shail 
be deemed to have soles wholly or in chief value of india rubber or substitutes for rubber.” The 
foregoing amendment shall enter into force as soon as practicable, on a date to be specified by 
the President in a notice to the Secretary of the Treasury following such negotiations as may 
be necessary to effect a modification or termination of any international obligations of the 
United States with which the amendment might conflict, but in any event not later than one 
hundred and eighty days after the passage of this Act. (Public Law 479—88rd Congress.4

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BUREAU OF CUSTOMS—Continued 
TO FURTHER EXTEND CERTAIN CHARTERS OF VESSELS TO CITIZENS 
OF THE PHILIPPINES, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That, notwithstanding any other provisions of existing law, the 
Secretary of Commerce is authorized to extend and continue the present charters of 
vessels to citizens of the Republic of the Philippines, which charters were made and 
entered into under the terms of section 306 (a) of the Act of April 30, 1946 (Public Law 
370. Seventv-ninth Congress), and which charters were extended by the Secretary of 
Commerce under the terms of a joint resolution, approved June 30, 1953 (Public Law 87, 
Kighty-third Congress). Such charters may be further extended for such periods of time 
and under such terms and conditions as the Secretary may, from time to time, determine 
to be required in the interest of the economy of the Philippines, but any such charter 
shall contain a provision requiring that the vessel shall be operated only in the inter- 
island commerce in the Philippines. No such vessel shall be continued under charter, as 
authorized herein, beyond the completion of the first voyage terminating after June 30, 
1955, [Public Law 469—S3rd Congress. Approved July 1, 1954.] 

SUSPENSION OF DUTY—BAUXITE 
age 637 

Public Law No. 499, approved July 15, 1954, entitled “An Act to suspend for two years 
the duty on crude bauxite and on certain calcined bauxite and to remit the duty on certain 
bells to be imported for addition to the carillon of The Citadel, Charleston, South Caro- 
lina,” is set forth below for your information. 

It will be noted that this statute suspends the duty on crude bauxite, not refined or 
otherwise advanced in condition in any manner, and on calcined bauxite when imported 
for use in the manufacture of firebrick or other refractories entered, or withdrawn from 
warehouse, for consumption during the period from July 16, 1954, to July 15, 1956, inclu- 
sive. The regulations pertaining to calcined bauxite published as T.D. 52614 remain effec- 
tive. [T.D. 53540.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That, effective only with respect to articles entered, or withdrawn from 
warehouse, for consumption during the two-year period which begins on the day following the 
date of the enactment of this Act, no duty shall be imposed upon baurite, crude, not refined 
or otherwise advanced in condition in any manner, or upon calcined bauxite when imported for 
use in the manufacture of firebrick or other refractories under such regulations as the Secretary 
of the Treasury shall prescribe. i 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized and directed to admit free of duty 
twenty-four bells imported for addition to the carillon possessed by The Citadel, an educationa! 
institution situated in Charleston, South Carolina. (Public Law 499—88rd Congress. Approved

HARDBOARD 
INVESTIGATION UNDER SECTION 332 OF THE TARIFF ACT OF 18930 

Pursuant to a resolution adopted by the Committee on Finance of the United States 
Senate on August 9, 1954, the United States Tariff Commission, on the llth day of August, 
1954, instituted an investigation under the provisions of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 
1936, as amended, of the domestic hardboard industry and of the import classification of 
hardboard. 

The resolution directs the Commission to report to the Senate Finance Committee, on 
or before February 28, 1955, and to include in its report the facts determined relative to 
production, trade, imports, and consumption in the United States, taking into accoum 
relevant factors affecting the domestic economy and national security, including the 
interests of consumers and producers, a comparison of wage rates in the United States 
and abroad, costs of transportation to the principal consuming centers, and other factors 
bearing on costs of production and distribution. The report is also to include a statement 
of findings with regard to the proper tariff classification of hardboard, and a statement 
of findings as to the effect upon the competitive position of the domestic hardboard 
industry of the present tariff status of imported hardboard. 

With respect to the requirement for “findings with regard to the proper tariff classi- 
fication of hardboard,” the Commission interprets this requirement as having reference to 
findings which will assist the Congress in determining whether the existing tariff classi- 
fication of hardboard should be changed. 

Hearings 

The resolution requires that interested parties be given opportunity for hearing in 
the course of the investigation. Accordingly, public hearings in connection with the sub- 
ject matter of the investigation will be held beginning December 7, 1954, at 10:00 a. m.., 
E.S.T., in the Hearing Room of the Tariff Commission, 8th and E Streets, N. W., Washing 
ton, D. C. 


DR. GLENN W. SUTTON CONFIRMED AS U. 8S. TARIFF COMMISSIONER 


The nomination of Dr. Glenn W. Sutton as a member of the U. S. Tariff Commission, 
submitted by the President on Friday, July 23, 1954, was confirmed by the Senate on July 
28, 1954. Dr. Sutton’s appointment for a six year term as a Democratic member of the 
Commission completes the bi-partisan membership of six Commissioners. 

Dr. Sutton is presently serving as Director of the Bureau of Business Research and 
Professor of Finance at the University of Georgia, where he has been associated in various 
capacities since 1929.

ALSIKE CLOVER SEED—INVESTIGATION CONTINUED 
INVESTIGATION NO. 31 UNDER SECTION 7 OF THE TRADE AGREEMENTS 
EXTENSION ACT OF 1951, AS AMENDED 


On May 21, 1954, the Tariff Commission transmitted to the President its report on 
Investigation No. 31 under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as 
amended, recommending certain adjustments in the customs treatment of imports of 
ALSIKE CLOVER SEED on the basis of its finding that such imports were, as a result in 
whole or in part of the customs treatment reflecting the concession granted thereon in the 
General Agreement on Tariffe and Trade, being imported into the United States in such 
increased quantities, both actual and relative, as to cause or threaten serious injury to the 
domestic industry producing like or directly competitive products. As a result of the 
investigation, the President issued a proclamation on June 30, 1954, imposing a tariff quota 
for the year ending June 30, 1955, of 1,500,000 pounds of alsike clover seed dutiable at 2 
cents per pound, imports in excess thereof during such period to be subject to a duty of 
6 cents per pound (19 F.R. 4103). 

In a letter dated July 14, 1953, the President directed the Tariff Commission to con- 
tinue the investigation regarding alsike clover seed and to submit to him “a supple- 
mentary report by May 2, 1955, indicating whether it then considers the continuation of 
the tariff quota beyond June 30, 1955, necessary to prevent or remedy the serious injury 
to the domestic industry, which was reported by the Commission on May 21, 1954, to exist 
by reason of increased imports of alsike clover seed.” Accordingly, notice is hereby given 
that, under authority of section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as 
amended, and section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, the Tariff Commission is continuing the 
said Investigation No. 31 for the purpose indicated by the President. 


IMPORTS OF LEAD AND ZINC

the Chairman, Committee on Finance, United States Senate, and the Chairman, Committee 
on Ways and Means, House of Representatives, concerning the Tariff Commission's report 
on lead and zinc:

Dear Mr. Chairman: 


On May 28, 1954, the United States Tariff Commission submitted to me recommendations 
reyarding certain alterations in the rate of duty on imports of unmanufactured lead and zine. 

Since that time the interested departments and agencies of the Executive Branch have been 
giving earnest and intensive consideration to these recommendations. This review involves 
fundamental issues of economics and of public policy. It is essential that whatever action is 
taken be based on the most comprehensive analysis of all the relevant factors. 

I am, therefore, extending the period of my consideration of the Tariff Commission’s report 
somewhat beyond the customary sixty-day period. This letter is to notify you, in conformance 
with the provisions of the law, why I have not taken action within that period,

AGRICULTURAL TRADE DEVELOPMENT AND ASSISTANCE ACT OF 1954 

The Agricultural Trade Development and Assistance Act of 1954 (Public Law 480—83rd 
Congress) is an act, “to increase the consumption of United States agricultural commod- 
ities in foreign countries, to improve the foreign relations of the United States.” The Act 
provided three major methods by which surplus agricultural commodities of the United 
States “in excess of the usual marketings” of such commodities may be sent abroad. These 
methods are: 

I. The President may enter into agreements with foreign countries for the sale of sur- 
plus agricultural commodities for foreign currencies. 

These foreign currencies may be used for the following purposes: 

a) To help develop new markets for United States agricultural commodities. 

b) To purchase strategic and critical materials. 

¢«) To procure military equipment, materials, facilities, and services 

dad) For financing of goods or services for other friendly countries. 

e) For promoting balanced, economic development and trade among countries. 

f) To pay United States obligations abroad. 

=) For loans to promote multilateral trade and economic development. 

h) For international educational exchange activities. 

The surplus agricultural commodities are to be made available by the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. There is authorization in the Act for appropriations to reimburse the 
CCC up to $700,000,000, in addition to the dollar equivalent of foreign currencies received 
for the commodities, and used by other departments. 

II. The President may transfer on a grant basis stocks of surplus agricultural com- 
modities to nations friendly to the U nited States and to “friendly but needy populations

b) The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to barter or exchange agricultural com- 
modities whenever there may be an opportunity by so doing “to protect the funds and 
assets” of the CCC. 

tarter or exchange may be for: 

a) Strategic materials. 

b) Goods or equipment required in foreign economic and military aid and assistanc#/ 
programs \ 

¢) Materials or equipment required in substantial quantities for offshore construction 
programs. 

The Act contains several provisions designed to protect private trade channels, includ- 
ing one to the effect that the CCC may finance the sale and exportation of privately owned 
stocks (even if the CCC has such stocks) if the CCC stocks are reduced by the private 
exporter acquiring the same commodity of comparable value or quantity from the CCC. 
The agency by which the Act is to be administrated has not yet been announced. It is 
understood that several possibilities are under consideration which would tend to reconcile 
the possible conflicting responsibilities and authority of such agencies as the Foreign 
Operations Administration and the Commodity Credit Corporation. An Executive Order 
which will establish the administrative machinery is expected to be issued. 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—UNITED KINGDOM

EXTENSION ON A RECIPROCAL BASIS OF THE PERIOD OF THE FREE 
ENTRY OF PHILIPPINE ARTICLES IN THE UNITED STATES 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That the duty-free treatment provided for in section 201 
of the Philippine Trade Act of 1946 (60 Stat. 143) shall apply in lieu of the treatment 
specified in paragraphs (1) and (2) of subsection (a) of section 202 of that Act, to Philip- 
pine articles entered, or withdrawn from warehouse. in the United States for consumption 
during such period after July 3, 1954, but not after December 31, 1955, as the President 
may declare by proclamation to be a period during which United States articles, as defined 
in that Act, will be admitted into the Republic of the Philippines free of ordinary customs 
duty, as such duty is defined in that Act. Notwithstanding any such proclamation, para- 
graph (2) of such subsection shall be considered as having been in effect for the purpose 
of applying the provisions of paragraph (3) of such subsection. [Public Law 474—S3rd 
Congress, Approved July 5, 1954. ]
